Interest tn a suit of a year ago has bee> 
revived by a real estate transaction in which 
Richard T. Crane, president of the Crane 
company, secures title to the Crane home- 
stead at 2541 Michigan avenue by paying the 
Prentice heirs $13,000 in settlement. 

The property involved is 083x173 feet and is 
located 100 feet north of Twenty-sixth streat. 

Mr. Crane bought the property in 1889 and 
conveyed the title to his wife, who was Eliza 
Prentice. She was his second wife.and was 
the sister of his first wife. Mr. Crane built 
a $100,000 residence on the lot. 


Wife Dies Intestate. 


Mrs. Eliza Prentice Crane died intestate in 
1902, leaving three heirs of her own family, 
two brothers, Alongo Prentice, nearly 80 
years old, and Leon H. Prentice and Mrs. 
Harriet Jane Fenn of Waukegan. 

The Prentice heirs alleged that after the 
death of his second wife, Mr. ‘Crane repre. 
sented to Alonzo Prentice that she Kad willed 
all her property to her husband, but that the 
latter had destroyed the testament inten- 
tionally. Alonzo Prentice signed a quit- 
clalm deed to the property, and Leon Prentice 
assigned his interest in it on receipt of $14,000. | 

Six months after the signing of these deeds 
a son of Alonzo Prentice, who had been ap- 
pointed conservator for his father, began a 
partition suit. Before it was heard the 
father died, but the heirs pushed the action. 
They carried it to the Supreme court, alleging 
that Mr. Crane had secured title to the home- 
stead by * fraudulent misrepresentation.”’ 


Court Upholds Prentice Heirs. 

The court held for the Prentice heirs, af- 
firming their right to a share in the property. 

Mr. Crane was too ill to be seen yesterday 
at his residence, but his secretary said that 
the deed recorded was the result of a séttle- 
ment that had been made with the Prentice 
heirs.

Secretary of State C. 8. Tingey, who re- 
cently visited Chicago to attend the national! 
bank examiners’ conyention, and at the same 
time investigated the exposition proposition, 
talked for some time to the members present 
in regard to the conditions there. He was of 
the opinion that Utah coulg not well afford 
to miss this opportunity of placing its ad- 
vantages before the country in general, and 
declared that $5,000 could not be better spent, 
in his judgment, than in this manner. The 
Utah floor space in the Coliseum, he said, was 
the best In the Coliteum, and everything 
could be shown off to advantage in the space 
allotted to this state. 


Experts to Go to Chicago.. 

Mr. Tingey’s idea for the education of 
the people who will visit the Utah exhibit is 
to have a number of men conversant with 
facts about Utah's agricultural and horticul- 
tural advantages on hand to deliver lectures 
and to be at the exhibit most of the time 
to answer questions regarding the state.

California will tell the story of fifty years 
progress from one lone orange tree to an 


annual crop of 28,000 carloads. Utah, Ari- 


zona, Colorado, Idaho, Wyoming, all of the 
arid and semiarid states, will have exhibits 
showing that arid land with irrigation is to 
be preferred to the best of land withoyt irri- 
gation. It is said that there are from seventy 
to eighty million acres of irrigable land in 
the United States, each acre of which might 
be made to produce enough to support a 
human soul. Ten million acres have been Ir- 
rigated, the bulk of it by private capital. 


Irrigation Era. 


It is well that America has embarked upon 
an era of irrigation: The stetisticians cal- 
culate that the appetites of men are grow- 
ing bigger with the passing years. Ab 
though the population of the world has in- 
creased only 22 per cent in the last forty 
years, the amount of food products required 
has increased 4) per cent in the same time. 
In other words, men eat about one-fifth more 
than they did a generation ago. With the 
population of the world increasing at the 
rate of 8,000,000 souls a year, and the appe- 
tites of the people growing proportionately, 
the business of making two blades of grass 
grow where one grew before will be an in- 
creasingly great benefaction to the race. 

Statistics showing the per cent of the arable 
land actually under cultivation fn the 
various states show remarkable facts. Only 
33 per cent of the arable land In Massachu- 
setts is cultivated. Im New York.only & per 
cent is cultivated; Ip Ohio. 70 per cent; In In- 
diana, 66 per cent; In Illinois and lowa, 72 
per cent; Nebraska, 31 per cent; Colorado, 3 
per cent; Utah and Nevada, 1 per cent; and 
California, 12 per cent. 

The ninety-seventh meridian, cutting in 
twain the Dakotas, Nebraska, Kaneas. Okla- 
homa, and Texas. divides the climatic east 
from the west. West of that line Ne the re- 
gions where the rainfall is perpetually in- 
sufficient for crop growing. Yet the west 
does not regard that as an evil. One of the 
enthusiastic irrigationists of the far west 
has gone the whole length of optimism by 
speaking of the “ blessing of aridity.” and 
he offers many interesting facts to prove his 
case. He first declares that the bible offers 
conclusive evidence that the Garden of Eden 
was an irrigated spot, and calls attention to 
the passage where it says that a rivey went 


out of Eden to-water the garden. Then he 


fooks around’ and sees that every ancient civ- 


‘{Hization had fits birth in semiarid regions, and 
.that most of the glories of antiquity sprang 


from the heart of the desert. He looks to 
Egypt, Asia Mifior, Syria. Palestine, Persia, 
Arabia, northern India,..Carthage; into the 
lands of the Aztece and of the Incas, and sees 
civilization rising from. the sands and semi- 
arid lands. He says that the common belief 
that the fertility of the Nile regions is due 
to the coat of mud deposited by the river’s 
subsiding watere is not well founded; that 


\it- amounts to less than two ordinary two- 


orse loads of material per acre, whereas 
americans may put three times as much ma- 
nure per acre without as great resultant 
fertility. Furthermore, om going up to 
Fayum, in, the Libyan deseft, where irriga- 
tion is carried on with clear water, the land is 
just.as fertile as the mud covered valey of 
the Nile itself. Also, in the loess regions 
around the headwaters of the Yellow river 
in China, which is known as the granary of 


, the Celestial empire, the land is perpetually 


fertile though irrigated with clear mountain 
water. The conclusion is that the lands of 
erid and semiarid regions are inherently fer- 
tile, and that water is the golden key that 
unlocks their treasures to the use of man. 


Much Water Needed. 


Arid ‘and has a thirst for water thet 
reaches astonishing proportions. Often when 
the irrigation ditch is first compieted and the 
water turned over the land it is found that 
it takkes as much as 6,000,000 gallogs of water 
to satisfy the burning thirst of an acre of 
land .& has been shown that the average 
cubic foot of earth will absorb thirty-two 
pounds of water,.and that ag much as fifty- 
eight tons of dew may fall om a single acre 
of ground im one night. ‘ 

Experience has demonstrated that the 
amount of rainfall best suited tothe success- 
ful growing of a crop is forty inches annually. 
In other words, to produce a good-crop 4,526 
tons of water must fall on every acre of 
ground annually. Some one has made a 
study of the use of water by plants, and esti- 
mates that every ton of hay difectly absorbs 
00 tons of water from the time of the germi- 
nation of the seed to tie mowing of the hay. 
Another scientist undertook to study the use 
of water by maple trees in their “ digestive "’ 
coonomy. He counted 12,192 leaves on a 
single maple. Studying one tree carefully 
he found that 640 trees on an acre of ground 
would evaporate 8,875 gallons of water in 


| twelve hours! A this rate the acre of trees 
| im the ninety-two days’ life of their leaves, 


would gend into the air nearly 3,000,000 
pounds of moisture.

The judges indorsed the position taken by 
Chief Justice Olson on the pay roll question 
and adopted a resolution which will be sent 
to the municipal commission and City Con- 
¢foller Wilson. The resolution declared it 
to be the sense of the Municipal court judges 
that the pay rolls of the judges, clerks 
bailiffs, and employés of the Municipal courts 
be made out for the full month, including the 
jast calendar day, accorcing to the statute, 

If the city efficiency commission insists 
on making out pay rolls up to the 25th of each 
month, in spite of the resolution, the judges 
probably will take a more decided stand and 
the final issue will be a formal order of the 
court on the date of the pay roll. 

The judges provided a form of oath and 
agreed that the heads of departments should 
make affidavit to the correctness of the time 
of their employ és. 


DEATH TAKES LAST MEMBER 
OF “FOUR CRONIES” CLUB. 


George Johnson, Survivor of Unique 
Organization Composed of Old Time 
Lake Men, Dies in Evanston. 
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George Johnson, the last member of the 
Four Cronies club, an asscciation of four old 
time characters cn the great. lakes, died yes- 
terday afternoon at his residence, 2644 West 
Railroad avenue, Evanston, at the age of 77 
years. 

The other members of the association were 
Capt. James Comstock, who was killed last 
January by a Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad train in South Evanston; Cap.. 
James Hall. who died ten years ago, and 
Capt. Martin Blackburn, who has been dead 
thirteen years. 

Mr. Johnson was never a lake captain, as 
were the other three in the association, his 
line of endeavor having been shipbuilding. 
He was born in Clayton, N. Y., Dec. 25, 1831, 
and began bullding ships on the St. Lawrence 
river in 1851. 

Ten years later he entered the employ of 
the government as a builder of gunboats on 
the Mississippi river.

ings. Her voice has rarely seemed more sat- 
isfactory, her authority. is one of her char- 
acteristics, and the deeply sympathetic in- 
terpretations of both the “Warning ” and 
the “ Waltraute scene.”. are tributes to her 
musiclanship. 

Mme. Schumann-Heink sang. during the 
second half of the concert also. This time 
she gave the “ Rienzi’ excerpt, “ Gerechter 
Gott,” which hae been heard here as often 
ae it deserves. ‘ That and the overture to the 
same opera, the last number of yesterday's 
progtam, @re not representative of Wagner 
nor of opera in general. But it must be 
| granted that no one can make the “‘ Gerech- 

ter Gott’ aria seem so imposing, so charged 
with the spirit of tragedy as Mme. Schu- 
mann-Heink. And her success of yesterday 
was but a record already established. 


ae 

Concerning that Bischoff symphony, the 
audience was of two minds. There aré pas- 
sages of beauty, there is masterly orchestra- 
tion of a. pedantic Variety throughout*<and 
there is continuous proof of obstinacy. . Herr 
Bischoff evidently felt that occasions for the 
performance of his works were few and long 
separated, and he decided to make a compre- 
hensive statement of: all he thought and felt, 
of all he expected to think and feel. 

What he wrote was not a symphony in 
reality. His score is the record of all possi- 
ble and impossible variations of two rhythms. 
This observation applies especially to the 
first movement. There are themes of the 
fiying buttress plan; they are mainly fan- 
tastic Hines that touch accents here and 
there. But as far as the subjects per se are 
concerned the original might as well be a 
variation aa not. 

It is written that the work is. not a sym- 
phony. In plan it is. There are the con- 
ventional four distinct movements. The dis- 
tinction lies in the fact that there are four 
starts and four stops. Between these sus- 
pensions of complexity are firkins, . vats, 
oceans full of thick, meaty orchestration 
spiced with pungent dynamics that ought to 
be intoxicating. There is strength, enough. 

Had he ended with the first movement Herr 
Bischoff’s reputation would be greater than 
it. iss Had he written only the last move- 
ment his audiences waquld have hailed him as 
one of the few composers of strong indi- 
viduality. Had he been satisfied to produce 
the scherzo-like third movement ag a tone 
poem on whatever subject, as an occasional 
piece or asa concert ‘‘ Scherzo,’’ his admirers 
might have pointed to it as a promising 
work. 

But all this was not to his mind. e had to 
drag in a program, the usua! depressing pro- 
gram, that old familiar kindergarten story 
whose best known variant is *‘ Faust.’’ He 
did it up in Leipsic counterpoint, and indiffer- 
ent Leipsic counterpoint at that. But, to give 
Herr Bischoff the credit he deserves, the style 
with which he began his thesis is the style 
maintained throughout. He is consistent, 
earnest, and exNaustive, 


It is easy to condemn a work 6f this sort 
| without reference to the many excellences it 
may poseess. But there is very apparent rea- 
son behind the attitude of yesterday's audi- 
ence. Thet is the question of the variety of 
orchestration, the effectiveness of contrast. 
After sober reflection we are inclined to place 
the explanation of the symphony’s chilly re- 
ception on that ground. The score is solid 
and sound to the uttermost. There are no 
thin’ places over which the runners scrape. 
Such a monumental example of closely 
woven progressions has been heard rarely 
from the modern composers. 

But that.in itself constitutes an element of 
danger. Too long continued, such a flow 
of unvaried tone affects one like the rush of 
water to a fall. It is mesmeric, and t e re- 
sult of the effort to resist the fascinatipfn of 
the current is fatigue. And despite the 
many passages of real beauty, despite the 
masterly handling of the various timbres of 
the orchestra, that is the impression made by 
the symphony yesterday afternoon. It is 
possible that another hearing: might alter 
the conclusion. But it is significant that the 
only clear memory of Herr Bischoff’s themes 
retained for one hour is the recollection ofa 
few bars from the slow movement, and that 


memory is not inspiring.

In addition to the numbers so successfully 
sung by: Mme. Schumann-Heink and the new 
symphony, the d’Albert overture and Wag: 
ner’s “‘ Lohengrin”’ prelude and the “‘ Rienzi" 
overture wereexcellently done.

known throughout the art world. He has an official 
residence in St. James palace, is married to a daughter 
of Charles Myine Barker, and is heir to the baronetcy 
of his father, Sir Francis Laking, the principal physi- 
clan of the king. 

Sir Francis first came to the fore through his attend- 
ance on the present prince of Wales at the time when. 
he was overtaken by that illness which carried off his 
elder brother; and the royal family of England attrib- 
ute the preservation of the prince's life, as well as the 
strength and vigor which Queen Victoria enjoyed in her 
later years, to the care and skill of Sir Francis. 

With regard to the office of king’s armorer held by 
Guy Laking, it is an ancient one, and in the reign of 
King ‘Henry VIII. it was held by Sir Thomas Wollner. 
In those days its duties were limited to looking after 
the sovereign’s hardware Habiliments. Today its duties 
are more multifarious, since, as I have pointed out 
above, it includes the care of all the art treasures in 
the royal palaces. 

Guy Laking has been decorated by the king with the 
Victorian order, and has received similar distinctions 
from nearly every sovereign in Europe in recognition 
of the services which he has given them in advising 
‘them about their collections. But he is not yet Sir Guy 
Laking, and as he is deeply attached to his father, he 
will be content to wait for many years before he inher- 
its the paternal baronetcy. |

On Canal Embankment. 

Next we cross 4 cana! amd run for miles on 
a high embankment over a low plain, nar- 
row to the right and shut in by the hills of the 
Tokaj region; on the left the plain extends 
as far'as the eye can reach of @ perfectly 
dead level. On this plain are literally thou- 
sands of haystacks and long rows of beauti- 
ful poplar trees, Across the River Tisza, we 
Stop at the station of Tokaj, famous all over 
the world for its wine, Tokay souvenir bot- 
tles of which are sold alongside the train by 
& woman. Beyond the station and for miles 
on the right hand side rise the hills of 
Tokej, forming one vast vineyard which ex- 
tends up the hiliside 270 feet. Then the hills 
recede om the right, the plain becomes wider 
and continues on the left as far as the eye 
can reach, vast meadows alternating with 
great cornfields. The region about here is 
as beautiful as any I have ever seen. 

The way is now toward the southwest, but 
the fertility and beauty of the land are con- 
tinued. At Miskolcz the road turns toward 
the south, with the mountains still in sight 
on the west and the north. Tobacco fields 
are succeeded by corn and wheat and alfalfa. 
Then for more than half an hour our train, 
now express and running at a good rate of 
speed, passes through a single estate, con- 
sisting almost entirely of the most beantifui 
and the vastest meadow I have ever seen. 
The sun had gone down behind the mountains 
and the last picture before the night came on 
was a@ great herd of sheep down in the plain, 
in charge of a shepherd and his wife. Each 
stood in a characteristic attitude, the shep- 
herd wrapped in his coat, with his long pipe, 
his cowhide sandals, and leaning on his 
crook. This is the great Alféld, pure and 
undefiled.
